brushes,

they will w ear rubber 
gloves. 
The reason is, of course, 
that having clean hands und e r­ 
neath the glove* will protect the 
patient 
from 
possible 
infection 
should the rubiaer glove be torn. 
Before one 
handles 
an

wound or rer oves a foreign body 
from the eye. the hands should be 
j washed with soap and water.

Hands 
can 
be 
washed 
many 
i times a day without harm, except 
jin cold v'^ather, when excessive 
I drying 
(chapping) 
may

I natural oils. It is advisable after 
jwa.-^hing the hands to rinse them 
thoroughly, dry them with a tow ­ 
el, then apply a mild hand-lotion, 
especially if the sk in has a ten­ 
dency to be sensitive. 
Children should be required to 
wash their hands with soap and 
w ater after they have been to the 
toilet and before they go to the 
table to eat. 
Nothing should be 
perm itted to interfere with this 
custom, which is of great hygenic 
benefit.
